To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Rye  in  the 

County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified 

to  vote  in  Town  Affairs: 


You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Rye  on  Tuesday  the  eighth  day  of  March,  next,  at  nine 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  vote  upon  the  follov/ing  subjects: 

Article  1.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing 
year,  and  a  Town  Clerk,  Selectman,  Cemetery  Trustee,  Li- 
brary Trustee,  a  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  and  two  members 
of  the  Budget  Commitee  for  three  years. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the 
Rye  School  District  in  accordance  with  the  statutory  procedure 
adopted  by  said  district  at  its  March   1962  annual  meeting. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Building  Code  of  the  Town  of  Rye  relating  to  the  siting 
of  septic  tanks,  as  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board,  to  wit: 

Amend  the  Building  Code  by  deleting  Sections  7.15(a), 
(h) ,  and   (c)   and  substitute  the  following: 

7.15(b).  Requirements  for  Siting  Septic  Systems:  No  test 
pits  or  percolation  tests  shall  be  performed  during  the  period 
15  June  to  15  September.  The  Building  Inspector  may  waive 
this  requirement  upon  sufficient  evidence  that  the  soils  to  be 
tested  are  such  that  the  data  obtained  by  testing  at  that  time 
would  not  be  misleading. 

7.15(c).  The  bottom  of  the  proposed  leaching  bed  or 
trench  and  the  floor  of  a  leaching  cesspool  or  leaching  pit  shall 
be  a  minimum  of  eight  (8)  feet  above  the  top  of  any  bedrock 
or  impermeable  substratum  UNLESS  THERE  IS  A  MUNI- 
CIPAL OR  STATE  APPROVED  COMMUNITY  WATER 
SUPPLY.  IN  THIS  CASE  THE  DISTANCE  TO  BED- 
ROCK OR  IMPERMEABLE  SUBSTRATUM  MAY  BE 
REDUCED  TO  SIX   (6)   FEET.   * 

7.15(d).  Any  soil  with  a  seasonal  high  water  table 
at  or  within  two  feet  of  the  natural  ground  surface  shall  not 
be  used  for  the  disposal  of  septic  tank  effluent. 


7.15(e).  The  bottom  of  the  proposed  leaching  bed 
or  trench  and  the  floor  of  a  leaching  cesspool  or  leaching  pit 
shall  be  a  minimum  of  four  (4)  feet  above  any  seasonal  high 
water  table.    * 

7.15(g).  Any  soil  with  a  percloation  rate  of  over  60 
minutes  per  inch  shall  not  be  used  for  the  disposal  of  septic 
tank  effluent. 

7.15  (h).  Any  land  area  having  a  natural  slope  of  15^c 
or  greater  shall  not  be  altered  or  used  for  the  disposal  of  septic 
tank  effluent. 

7.15(i).  All  sub-surface  sewage  disposal  systems  must 
be  designed  and  constructed  to  meet  the  minimum  standards  as 
set  forth  in  the  regulations  of  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Sup- 
ply and  Pollution  Control  Commission  in  force  as  of  1  March 
1976.  These  regulations  are  set  forth  in  the  manual  "Guide  for 
the  Successful  Design  of  Small  Sewage  Disposal  Systems"  pub- 
lished December  1974  and  amended  5  January  1976. 

7.15(k).  THE  REPAIR  OR  REPLACEMENT  OF 
SEPTIC  SYSTEMS  IN  EXISTENCE  AS  OF  THE  DATE 
OF  THE  ADOPTION  OF  THIS  AMENDMENT  ARE 
EXEMPT  FROM  THESE  REQUIREMENTS  TO  THE 
EXTENT  THAT  THEY  CANNOT  MEET  THESE  RE- 
QUIREMENTS. 

*  Fill  may  be  added  to  meet  the  standards  imposed  by  para- 
graphs (c)  and  (e)  above,  but  may  not  be  added  to  correct 
for  any  of  the  other  listed  conditions. 

Amend  the  Building  Code  by  re-lettering  Paragraph 
7.15(d)  to  Paragraph  7.15  (j)  and  Paragraph  7.15(e)  to 
Paragraph  7.15  (a) . 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Building  Code  of  the  Town  of  Rye  relating  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Devel- 
opment for  Flood  Hazard  Districts  as  recommended  by  the 
Planning  Board,  to  wit: 

a.  Amend  Section  3.2  by  adding  the  words:  "No  building 
permit  shall  be  issued  until  assurances  are  made  that  all  re- 
quired approvals  from  state  and/or  federal  agencies  have  been 
received,  including  Section  404  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollution 
Control  Act  Amendments  of  1972,  33  U.S.C.   1334." 

b.  Amend  the  Building  Code  by  adding  a  new  Section 
1.3(c)    as    follows: 


1.3(c).  Flood  Hazard  Districts.  If  a  proposed  build- 
ing site  is  in  a  flood  prone  area,  all  new  construction  and 
substantial  improvements  (including  the  placement  of  pre- 
fabricated buildings  and  mobile  homes)  shall  (i)  be  designed 
(or  modified)  and  adequately  anchored  to  prevent  floatation, 
collapse,  or  lateral  movement  of  the  structure,  (ii)  be  con- 
structed with  materials  and  utility  equipment  resistant  to  flood 
damage,  and  (iii)  be  constructed  by  methods  and  practices 
that  minimize  flood  damage. 

c.  Amend  the  Building  Code  by  adding  a  new  Section 
3. 1  (a)   as  follows: 

3.1(a)  Each  building  permit  application  for  construc- 
tion or  substantial  improvement  shall  contain  the  following 
information: 

(1)  Elevation  (in  relation  to  mean  sea  level)  of  the 
lowest  habitable  floor  (including  basement)  of  all  new  or 
substantially  improved  structures  whether  or  not  such  struc- 
tures contain  a  basement. 

(2)  If  the  structure  has  been  flood  proofed,  the  elevation 
(in  relation  to  mean  sea  level)  to  which  the  structure  was  flood 
proofed. 

The  Building  Inspector  shall  maintain  a  record  of  all  such 
information. 

d.  Amend  the  Building  Code  by  adding  a  new  Section 
1.3  (d)    as  follows: 

1.3(d)  Alteration  of  Water  Courses.  If  any  party 
proposes  to  alter  or  relocate  a  water  course,  the  Building  Inspec- 
tor shall  notify  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Resources  Board, 
the  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission,  the 
Special  Board,  and  the  Administrator  of  the  Federal  Insurance 
Administration. 

e.  Amend  the  Building  Code  by  adding  a  new  Section 
3.1  (b)    as  follows: 

3.1(b)  No  permit  shall  be  given  for  a  project  which 
reduces  the  flood  carrying  capacity  of  a  water  course. 

f.  Amend  the  Building  Code  by  adding  a  new  Section 
7.17  as  follows: 

7.17  Mobile  Homes.  All  mobile  homes  within  Zone 
A  on  the  Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Maps  shall  be  anchored  to 
resist  floatation,   collapse,    or   lateral   movement   by   providing 


over-the-top  and  frame  ties  to  ground  anchors.  Specific  require- 
ments shall  be  that  (i)  over-the-top  ties  be  provided  at  each 
of  the  four  corners  of  the  mobile  home  with  two  additional  ties 
per  side  at  intermediate  locations  and  mobile  homes  more  than 
50  feet  long  requiring  one  additional  tie  per  side,  (ii)  frame 
ties  be  provided  at  each  corner  of  the  home  with  five  additional 
ties  per  side  at  intermediate  points  and  mobile  homes  more  than 
50  feet  long  requiring  four  additional  ties  per  side,  (iii)  all 
components  of  the  anchoring  system  be  capable  of  carrying  a 
force  of  4800  pounds,  and  (iv)  any  additions  to  the  mobile 
home  be  similarly  anchored. 

g.  Amend  the  Building  Code  by  adding  to  Section  3  a 
new  Section  3.1  (c)   as  follows: 

3.1(c)  Flood-related  erosion-prone  areas  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  the  following  standards: 

( 1 )  A  permit  is  required  for  all  proposed  construction  or 
other  development  in  the  area  of  flood-related  erosion  hazard  as 
it   is  known   to  the  community. 

(2)  Each  permit  application  will  be  reviewed  to  de- 
termine whether  the  proposed  site  alterations  and  improvements 
will  be  reasonably  safe  from  flood-related  erosion  and  will  not 
cause  flood-related  erosion  hazards  or  otherwise  aggravate  the 
existing  flood-related  erosion  hazard. 

(3)  If  a  proposed  improvement  is  found  to  be  in  the 
path  of  flood-related  erosion  or  to  increase  the  erosion  hazard, 
the  improvement  must  be  relocated  or  adequate  protective 
measures  taken  which  will  not  aggravate  the  existing  erosion 
hazard. 

h.  Amend  the  Building  Code  by  adding  a  new  para- 
graph  7.15(f)    as   follows: 

7.15(f).  All  new  onsite  waste  disposal  systems  to  be 
located  so  as  to  avoid  impairment  to  them  or  contamination 
from    them   during   flooding. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Rye  relating  to  the  require- 
ments of  the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development 
for  Flood  Hazard  Districts  as  recommended  by  the  Planning 
Board,  to  wit: 

a.  Amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance  by  adding  to  Section 
3.   Use  Districts:   Flood  Hazard  District 
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b.  Amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance  by  adding  a  new  Sec- 
tion as  follows: 

SECTION  IIB.  —  FLOOD  HAZARD  DISTRICT 

1.  The  Flood  Hazard  Boundary  Map  #330141, 
HO  1-07,  dared  June  28,  1974,  as  promulgated  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  as  amended,  shall 
be  an  overlay  to  the  Town  of  Rye  Zoning  Map.  When  a 
property  is  located  in  a  Flood  Hazard  District,  all  new  con- 
struction and  substantial  improvements  shall  conform  to  the 
requirements  for  the  Flood  Hazard  District,  as  enumerated,  as 
well  as  those  for  the  underlying  zone. 

2.  All  new  construction  (except  docks,  piers,  jetties, 
groins  and  similar  facilities)  within  Zones  V  1-30  (coastal 
high  hazard  area)  on  Rye's  Flood  Insurance  Rate  Map  (FIRM) 
shall  be  located  landward  of  the  reach  of  mean  high  tide  (un- 
til such  a  map  is  issued  by  HUD,  its  V  areas  shall  be  deemed 
to  include,  at  the  least,  all  areas  eastward  of  Route  1-A  which 
are  below   1 1   feet  above  mean  sea  level)  . 

3.  All  new  construction  and  substantial  improvements 
within  Zones  V    1-30  shall: 

(a)  Be  elevated  on  adequately  anchored  pilings  or 
columns  so  that  the  lowest  portion  of  the  structural  members 
of  the  lowest  floor  (excluding  the  pilings  or  columns)  is  ele- 
vated to  or  above  the  base  flood  level. 

(b)  A  registered  professional  engineer  or  architect  shall 
certify  that  the  structure  is  securely  anchored  to  adequately 
anchored  pilings  or  columns  in  order  to  withstand  velocity 
waters  and  hurricane  wave  wash. 

(c)  The  space  below  the  lowest  floor  shall  be  free  of 
obstructions  or  be  constructed  with  "break  away  walls"  in- 
tended to  collapse  under  stress  without  jeopardizing  the  struc- 
tural support  of  the  structure  so  that  the  impact  on  the  struc- 
ture by  abnormally  high  tides  or  wind-driven  waters  is  mini- 
mized. Such  temporarily  enclosed  space  shall  not  be  used  for 
human   habitation. 

(d)  The  use  of  fill  for  structural  support  of  buildings 
shall  be  prohibited. 

(e)  The  placement  of  mobile  homes,  except  in  existing 
mobile  home  parks  and  mobile  home  subdivisions,  shall  be 
prohibited. 
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(f)  Man-made  alteration  of  sand  dunes  which  would 
increase  potential  flood  damage  shall  be  prohibited. 

4.  Flood  Evacuation  Plans:  All  owners  of  mobile  home 
parks,  any  portion  of  which  lies  in  a  Flood  Hazard  Area,  shall 
within  90  days  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  file  a 
"Flood  Evacuation  Plan"  with  the  Office  of  Civil  Defense,  the 
Fire  Department  and  the  Police  Department.  Such  plan  shall 
show  alternative  vehicular  access  and  escape  routes  in  the  event 
of  flooding. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Rye  relating  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  Wetlands  Conservation  District  as  recommended 
by  the  Planning  Board,  to  wit: 

a.  Amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance  by  adding  to  Section 
3.  Use  Districts:  Wetlands  Conservation  District 

b.  Amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance  by  adding  a  new  sec- 
tion as  follows: 

SECTION  11  A.— WETLANDS  CONSERVATION 
DISTRICT 

1 .      General 

The  Wetlands  Areas  of  Rye  are  those  areas  of  the  town 
that  contain  fresh  water  marshes,  tidal  marshes,  streams  and 
ponds  and  soils  defined  as  poorly  drained  or  very  poorly 
drained  by  the  National  Cooperative  Soil  Survey  conducted 
by  the  USDA  Soil  Conservation  Service. 

The  borders  of  tidal  marshes  and  Eel  Pond  shall  be  pro- 
tected 50  feet  back  from  these  borders  as  measured  from  the 
highest  flooding  of  the  ocean  tides.  The  Wetland  Conservation 
District  as  herein  defined  is  shown  on  a  map  or  maps  designated 
as  the  Town  of  Rye  Wetland  Conservation  District  Map  and 
is  a  part  of  the  "Zoning  Maps"  of  the  Town  of  Rye,  New 
Hampshire.  For  a  detailed  explanation  of  the  soil  types,  see 
USDA  Soil  Survey  of  the  Town  of  Rye,  New  Hampshire, 
dated  April  1975,  and  the  Soil  Survey  of  N.  H.  Tidal  Marshes 
on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk  and  the  Planning  Board. 

In  all  cases  where  the  Wetland  Conservation  District  is 
superimposed  over  another  zoning  district  in  the  Town  of  Rye. 
New  Hampshire,  that  district  whose  regulations  are  the  most 
restrictive  will   apply. 

In  case  the  Building  Inspector  questions  the  validity  of 
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rhe  boundaries  of  a  Wetland  area  on  any  particular  piece  of 
property,  or  upon  the  written  petition  of  the  owner  or  any 
abutter  of  said  property  to  the  Planning  Board,  the  Board 
may  call  upon  the  services  of  an  independent  qualified  soil 
scientist  to  examine  said  area  and  report  his  findings  to  the 
Planning  Board  for  their  determination  of  the  boundary. 
Qualified  Soil  Scientist  is  interpreted  to  mean  a  person  qualified 
in  soil  classification  and  who  is  recommended  or  approved  by 
the  Rockingham  County  Conservation  District  Supervisors. 

2.  Purpose 

In  the  interest  of  public  health,  convenience,  safety  and 
welfare,  the  regulations  of  this  District  are  intended  to  guide 
the  use  of  areas  of  land  with  extended  periods  of  high  water 
tables. 

A.  To  control  the  development  of  structures  and  land 
uses  on  naturally  occurring  wetlands  which  would  contribute 
to  pollution  of  surface  and  ground  water  by  sewage. 

B.  To  prevent  the  destruction  of  natural  wetlands  which 
provide  flood  protection,  recharge  the  ground  water  supply, 
and  the  augmentation  of  stream  flow  during  dry  periods. 

C.  To  prevent  unnecsessary  or  excessive  expenses  to  the 
Town  to  provide  and  maintain  essential  services  and  utilities 
which  arise  because  of  unwise  use  of  wetlands. 

D.  To  encourage  those  uses  that  can  be  appropriately 
and  safely  located  in  wetlond  areas. 

E.  To  preserve  wetlands  for  other  ecological  reasons 
such  as  those  cited  in  RSA  483A. 

F.  To  preserve  and  enhance  those  aesthetic  values  asso- 
ciated  with   the   wetlands   of  this   Town. 

3.  Permitted  Uses 

A.  Tidal  Wetlands  and  Fresh  Water  Marsh:  Any  use 
that  does  not  result  in  the  erection  of  any  structure  or  sign 
larger  than  4  square  feet,  or  alter  the  surface  configuration  by 
the  addition  of  fill  or  dredging,  and  that  is  otherwise  permitted 
by  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  State  and  Federal  laws. 

(1)  Tidal  Marshes  and  Eel  Pond:  There  shall  be  no 
cutting  of  live  trees  with  a  diameter  of  six  (6)  inches  or  more 
measured  four  and  one-half  (41^  )  feet  above  ground  level 
within  the  50  foot  Border  Zone  of  the  tidal  marshes  and  the 
Eel  Pond.  A  woods  road  to  a  maximum  width  of  15  feet  may 
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be  made  and  maintained.  Removal  of  dead  and  dying  trees  is 
premitted. 

(2)  Agriculture,  such  as  harvesting  marsh  hay  and 
gathering  cast-up  seaweed  for  fertilizer. 

(3)  Wildlife  Refuge. 

(4)  Recreation  such  as  boating,  swimming,  hiking, 
photography,   and   painting. 

(5)  Conservation  areas  and  nature  trails. 

(6)  Piers,  wharves,  floats  or  boat  landings  may  be 
erected  by  a  property  owner  on  his  own  land  at  Rye  Harbor, 
Little  Harbor,  Sagamore  Creek  or  in  other  tidal  creeks  of  this 
Town  with  the  necessary  State  and  Federal  approvals.  There 
shall  be  no  piers,  wharves,  jetties  or  other  structures  erected  on 
the  ocean  beaches  or  rocky  headlands  of  Rye  that  shall  project 
from  the  extreme  high  tide  mark  out  from  the  land  to  or 
toward  the  ocean. 

(7)  The  following  structures  are  permitted  on  the  tidal 
wetlands:  Fences,  footbridges,  catwalks  and  wharves  provided 
said  structures  are  so  constructed  on  posts  or  pilings  as  to  per- 
mit the  unobstructed  flow  of  the  tide,  do  not  obstruct  naviga- 
tion on  the  tidal  creeks  and  preserve  the  natural  contour  of 
the  marshes. 

(8)  All  other  uses  not  delineated  in  3-A  above  are  pro- 
hibited. 

B.  Permitted  Uses  of  Poorly  Drained  and  Very  Poorly 
Drained  Areas:  Permitted  uses  include  any  use  that  does  not 
result  in  the  erection  of  any  structure  or  signs  or  alter  the  sur- 
face configuration  by  the  addition  of  fill  or  dredging  and  that 
is  otherwise  permitted  by  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  State  and 
Federal  laws.  Permitted  uses  are: 

(1)  Forestry:    Tree  farming 

(2)  Accessory  buildings  not  intended  for  human  habi- 
tation and  not  having  a  septic  system. 

(3)  Water  impoundment  and  removal  by  land  own- 
ers. 

(4)  Conservation  areas  and  nature  trails,  wildlife 
refuge. 

(5)  Agriculture  and  aquaculturc. 
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(6)  Recreation. 

(7)  Where  existing  streams  and  drainage  ways  whose 
flow  of  water  has  become  impeded  by  excessive  vegetation  of 
any  kind  or  by  fallen  trees,  logs,  silt,  natural  detritus,  or  by 
any  other  means,  the  owner  may  have  this  condition  corrected. 

(8)  All  other  uses  not  delineated  in  3-B  above  are  pro- 
hibited. 

(4) .      Special  Exceptions 

A.  Persons  or  corporations  wishing  to  construct  pipe 
lines  or  transmission  lines  for  the  delivery  of  essential  public 
services  across  any  designated  wetland  in  the  Town  of  Rye, 
must,  in  addition  to  complying  with  all  other  local  and  State 
regulations,  apply  for  a  permit  from  the  Zoning  Board  of 
Adjustment  and  deposit  a  performance  bond  with  the  Select- 
men to  ensure  that  post-construction  conditions  are  restored 
as  nearly  as  possible  to  the  original  grade  and  appearance  along 
the  construction  route.  The  amount  of  the  refundable  bond 
shall  be  determined  by  the  Selectmen  sufficient  to  pay  the  full 
costs  of  site  restoration  should  the  applicant  fail  to  comply 
with  the  intent  of  this  paragraph  and  the  terms  of  his  permit. 

B.  The  construction  of  roads  is  exempt  from  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance  with  the  exception  that  a  construction 
permit  from  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  as  above,  is 
required:  and  will  be  issued  upon  certification  that  no  alterna- 
tive route  is  feasible. 

C.  Exceptions  may  not  be  granted: 

(1)  Unless  it  is  essential  to  the  productive  use  of  land 
not  so  zoned. 

(2)  Unless  it  can  be  shown  that  such  construction  shall 
have  a  minimal  detrimental  impact  upon  the  Wetland. 

D.  Economic  advantage  alone  shall  not  be  deemed  suf- 
ficient reason  for  the  above  mentioned  exceptions. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Zoning  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Rye  relating  to  changes 
to  existing  septic  systems  as  recommended  by  the  Planning 
Board,    to  wit: 

Amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance  Section  3.  Paragraph  6, 
as  follows: 

6.    (a)      Construction    of    septic    systems    must    comply 
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with  side  and  rear  yard  requirements  of  the  zoning  regulations 
to  preclude  the  flowage  onto  abutting  property  (ies) . 

(b)  Alteration,  repairs,  or  replacement  or  extensions 
of  existing  systems  must  comply  with  State  Water  Supply 
and  Pollution  Control  Regulations  promulgated  under  RSA 
149-E. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Zoning  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Rye  relating  to  tha 
Rye  Mosquito  Control  Commission  as  recommended  by  the 
Planning  Board,  to  wit: 

Amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance  Section  3,  by  adding  a 
new  Paragraph   7: 

7.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  or  any  amendments  hereto 
shall  affect  or  regulate  the  ordinary  and  usual  work  of  the 
Rye  Mosquito  Control  District  Commission  operating  under 
RSA  43 7- A   and  any   amendments   thereto. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Zoning  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Rye  relating  to  overlay 
districts  as  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board,  to  wit: 

Amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance,  Section  3,  first  sentence, 
to  conform  to  the  votes  on  questions  C  and  D  (Articles  5  and 
6  above)    on  the  Ballot. 

You  are  hereby  further  notified  to  adjourn  to  meet  at 
the  Rye  Junior  High  School  on  the  twelfth  day  of  March, 
next,  at  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening,  to  vote  upon  the  fol- 
lowing subjects: 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  from  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

Article  1 1 .  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow 
five  percent  discount  on  all  property  taxes  paid  within  thirty 
days  from  the  mailing  of  the  tax  bills. 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  six  thousand  twenty-five  dollars 
($6^025.00)  to  lease  the  land  and  license  the  landfill  on  La- 
fayette Roaci.

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Selectmen's  Report 

The  Bi-Centennial  year  of  1976  was  observed  by  the  resi- 
dents of  Rye  with  a  fine  show  of  community  spirit,  as  evi- 
denced by  the  participation  in  and  the  attendance  at  the  pro- 
grams provided  by  the  Bi-Centennial  Committee.  The  Select- 
men wish  to  thank  all  the  Committee  members  for  all  of  their 
efforts  and  believe  that  the  entire  community  owes  them  a  debt 
of  gratitude  for  the  meaningful  observance  of  our  country's 
200   years. 

This  year  saw  the  near-completion  of  the  landscaping  and 
parking  area  around  the  Town  Hall.  The  curbing,  walkway, 
and  grass  area  in  front  of  the  Hall  were  installed  by  the  High- 
way Department,  as  was  the  parking  area  and  stone  retaining 
wall  at  the  side  and  rear  of  the  Hall.  The  Driftwood  Garden 
Club  was  very  generous  in  giving  and  maintaining  the  shrub- 
bery and  plantings  at  the  front  of  the  Hall.  The  Rye  Lions 
Club,  as  another  one  of  their  community  service  projects,  do- 
nated the  fine  flagpole.  Our  sincere  thanks  go  to  both  organiza- 
tions. 

The  old  rubbish  dump  off  Grove  Road  was  closed  and  the 
area  was  transferred  to  the  Rye  Water  District,  in  accordance 
with  the  vote  at  1975  Town  Meeting,  to  be  part  of  the  water- 
shed control  area  for  their  new  well.  The  new  leased  land-fill 
area  off  Route  1  and  Washington  Road  was  put  into  operation. 
Recycling  of  various  materials  was  initiated,  with  pickup  by 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire  Recycling  Center.  From 
weight  measurements  of  land-fill  input  and  figures  supplied 
by  the  Center  at  UNH,  it  would  appear  that  the  town  should 
put  more  emphasis  on  this  program  so  that  the  impact  on  the 
land-fill  area  can  be  lessened. 

A  review  of  the  approved  and  proposed  housing  develop- 
ments would  seem  to  indicate  a  rather  rapid  growth  for  Rye 
in  the  immediate  future.  The  report  of  the  Building  Inspector 
appears  to  bear  this  out.  This  will  mean  more  demands  for 
town  services,  with  the  largest  impact  probably  being  felt  by 
the  highway  department  in  increased  road  maintenance.

In  accordance  with  the  vote  of  1975  Town  Meeting,  the 
1946  fire  truck  was  sold  by  sealed  bids  as  were  two  pieces  of 
surplus  highway  department  equipnient. 

In  closing,  we  extend  our  sincere  thanks  to  all  Town 
employees  and  to  all  members  of  boards  and  commissions  for 
their  efforts  to  maintain  the  quality  of  life  which  we  enjoy  in 
Rye.

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Highway   Agent's   Report 

The  onslaught  of  the  winter  of  1076-77  has  already 
proven  the  wisdom  of  voters  at  last  year's  town  meeting  as 
our  new,  articulated  Caterpillar  tractor  with  wing  has  enabled 
us  to  keep  main  roads  wide,  corners  clear,  and,  despite  heavy 
snow  and  icing,  prevent  isolation  of  any  families.  Economically, 
at  the  end  of  a  period  of  relatively  mild  winters,  it  was  the 
"time  to  buy".  Today  the  same  piece  of  equipment,  if  avail- 
able, is  up  about  40%. 

The  application  of  salt  from  environmental,  economic, 
and  safety  points  of  view  is  judginental  and  has  ranged  from 
zero  and  minimal  during  the  early  snows  to  heavy  during  the 
storm  of  January  10,  1977.  It  should  be  noted  that  salt  re- 
quires sun,  temperatures  above  twenty  degrees,  and  traffic  in 
order  to  clear  ice  most  effectively. 

My  drainage  program  continues  on  schedule.  During  the 
past  year  concentration  has  been  on  correction  of  extensive 
drainage  problems  on  Ken-Phil  Avenue,  Atlantic  Avenue,  and 
McLaughlin  Drive.  Many  of  these  situations  can  be  traced  to 
a  time  before  zoning  when  developers  were  not  accountable. 
In  order  to  protect  ourselves,  the  Town  of  Rye  adopted  a 
zoning  ordinance.  Adherence  to  its  provisions  is  the  responsi- 
bility of  our  Planning  Board.  Waiver  or  misinterpretation 
of  zoning  regulations  can  cost  you  as  taxpayers  many  thous- 
ands of  dollars.  I  refer  specifically  to  the  recent  deliberation  by 
the  Planning  Board  on  the  Smart  Estate  Subdivision  in  re- 
gard to  Subdivision  Control  Regulations  adopted  March  16, 
1970,  Page  11.  Section  E,  Water  Supply,  Part  2: 

(2)  If  a  public  water  main  is  not  available  within  1000  feet 
of  the  subdivision,  and  unless  the  Town  of  Rye  will 
provide  connection  thereto  at  its  own  expense,  the  sub- 
divider  shall  provide  a  private  water  supply  in  accord- 
ance with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  The 
water  supply  shall  be  capable  of  satisfying  the  fire  flow 
requirements  of  the  subdivision.  In  addition,  a  capped- 
off  branch  line  shall  be  laid  to  the  edge  of  the  nearest 
existing  public  road  for  future  connection  to  a  public 
water  main. 

The  Smart  Estate  subdivision  proposal  as  it  enters  Wash- 
ington Road  falls  within  the  scope  of  this  section.  In  addressing 
the  Planning  Board  in  my  capacity  as  Highway  Agent,  I  was 
not  concerned  with  the  private  water  supply  aspect  but  with 
installation  of  the  capped-off  branch  hne.  Mrs.  Burnette,   de- 
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veloper  of  the  Smart  Estate  subdivision,  has  requested  waiver 
of  this  requirement.  Extension  of  water  on  Washington  Road 
is  within  the  foreseeable  future  according  to  officials  of  the 
Rye  Water  District  but  the  exact  time  has  no  bearing  on  the 
intent  of  the  requirement.  Allowing  a  subdivider  to  avoid 
compliance  with  this  regulation  means  that  within  a  few  years 
this  expense  will  be  added  to  your  tax  burden  and  at  a  higher 
cost  due  to  separate  installation,  predictable  inflation,  and  road 
damage  which  always  occurs  when  roadside  trenching,  to  a 
depth  below  frostline,  results  in  settling  of  the  shoulders  and 
weakening  of  the  adjacent  pavement.  I  believe  the  intent  of 
this  subdivision  regulation  is  clear;  the  developer  must  absorb 
the  expense  of  a  capped-ofF  line  installed  at  the  time  of  road 
construction.  Furthermore,  it  occurs  to  me  that  under  these 
circumstances  one  or  the  other,  Town  of  Rye  or  subdivider, 
must  provide  the  water  and  if  the  Planning  Board  waives  Mrs. 
Burnette's  responsibility  in  this  matter,  they  may  well  be  com- 
mitting the  Town  to  provide  water  all  the  way  from  the  pub- 
lic source. 

Some  funds  remain  in  the  1976  resurfacing  account. 
They  were  earmarked  for  paving  a  portion  of  those  roads  dam- 
aged and/or  widened  by  extension  of  the  Rye  Water  system. 
When  combined  with  funds  requested  in  the  1977  budget, 
Central  Road  from  the  highway  building  to  Locke  Road  and 
some  portions  of  Grove,  Locke,  and  Brackett  Roads  can  be 
restored.  Badly  needed  resurfacing  of  the  above  roads  has  been 
delayed  to  correlate  with  Rye  Water  District  work  to  our 
advantage  as  budgeted  monies  are  combined  with  reimburse- 
ment by  Rye  Water  for  damage  incurred  where  water  con- 
nections cross  town  roadways.  Thus  we  also  avoid  cutting 
across  newly  resurfaced  roads. 

During  major  road  work  of  any  kind  a  decision  must 
be  made  regarding  a  choice  between  alternating  one  line  traf- 
fic, with  slight  delays  for  the  traveler,  or  a  detour  around  the 
project.  It  is  also  important  to  know  how  various  types  of 
applied  road  surface  wear  in  relationship  to  traffic.  Last  August 
I  borrowed  a  new  traffic  counting  device  from  the  State  Traf- 
fic Division  capable  of  calibrating  the  exact  number  of  vehicles 
passing  by  at  any  given  hour.  The  following  samples  are  in- 
dicative of  just  how  busy  the  roads  of  Rye  have  become:

Perhaps  our  work  in  the  midst  of  such  traffic  can  be  com- 
pared to  a  homemaker  preparing  dinner  with  hundreds  of 
people  passing  through  the  kitchen. 

More  than  seventy  dead  trees  were  removed  this  year. 
Once  again  the  majority  were  victims  of  Dutch  elm  disease.  A 
new  chemical  developed  in  Harrisville,  N.  H.  offers  some  hope. 
Through  the  cooperation  of  Wilbur  LePage  and  the  Rye  Con- 
servation Commission,  we  now  have  the  proper  equipment  and 
a  supply  of  this  chemical  to  begin  treatment  of  roadside  elms 
this  coming  spring.  In  order  to  be  effective  a  tree  can  show  no 
more  than  5  %  of  the  disease  and  it  has  been  difficult  to  locate 
healthy  trees  for  this  purpose. 

Perhaps  the  fact  that  traffic  and  roadside  safety  signs  exist 
is  sufficient  challenge  to  the  mentality  of  some  people.  Each 
time  vandals  are  successful  in  destroying  one  sign  it  costs  you 
at  least  thirty  dollars.  Please  aid  both  highway  and  police  by 
reporting  information  that  might  lead  to  their  apprehension. 

There  has  never  been  either  a  formal  plan  or  a  deadline 
for  exterior  construction  and  landscaping  around  our  newly 
renovated  Town  Hall.  With  approval  of  Selectmen,  I  have 
designed  the  driveway  and  parking  area,  the  embankment  at 
the  rear  to  include  future  steps  to  the  upper  parking  lot,  the 

retaining  wall  which  is  nearing  completion,  and  the  front 
entrance  which  incorporates  a  brick  walk  to  the  front  door. 
Highway  department  manpower  and  equipment  have  been 
sporadically  but  effectively  used  here  between  other  more 
pressing  projects.  A  great  drainage  problem  has  been  eased 
along  Center  Hill  by  granite  curbing,  a  donation  of  lafolla 
Construction  Co.,  which  now  protects  the  hillside  from 
erosion.  Through  the  generosity  of  the  Rye  Lions  Club,  with 
special  thanks  to  Richard  Corso,  a  ship's  mast  flagpole,  in- 
stalled by  the  highway  crew,  now  enhances  the  front  of  the 
building.  Plantings  along  the  facade  were  a  donation  of  the 
Rye  Garden  Club. 
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Shortly  after  the  1976  Town  Meeting,  the  old  dump 
was  closed  and  our  brush  dump  was  converted  to  a  collection 
site.  Simultaneously  we  were  topping  off  the  old  dump  with 
non-polluting  materials  and  filling  the  pit  behind  the  Record 
property  prior  to  transfer  of  both  to  the  Rye  Water  District, 
excavating  and  preparing  the  new  landfill  site,  and  initiating  a 
transfer  operation  from  the  brush  dump  collection  point  to  the 
new  landfill  area.  Dump  trucks,  without  the  capacity  to  com- 
pact, proved  inadequate  for  the  transfer  operation.  A  second- 
hand packer  was  acquired  from  the  special  dump  account  es- 
tablished in   1975. 

In  keeping  with  the  Highway  Beautification  Act,  800 
feet  of  stockade  fence  has  been  erected  along  the  Route  #1 
side  of  the  new  landjfill  area  and  forty-six  maple  trees  were 
planted  to  initiate  landscaping  there.  My  attempts  to  remove 
the  massive  outdoor  advertising  signs  on  this  property  have 
met  with  frustration  and  failure  to  date.  Donnelly  Advertising 
renewed  their  permit  with  the  State  of  N.  H.  for  these  signs 
last  April,  we  lease  the  land  from  Jacob  Ciborowski  and  his 
taxes  are  abated  on  this  land  as  part  of  the  lease  agreement. 
The  signs  are  not  mentioned  in  the  lease,  the  Town  is  not  re- 
ceiving income  from  their  presence,  and  we  are  unable  to  obtain 
the  amount  of  recoverable  gravel  on  which  they  stand  even 
though  we  are  leasing  the  land  for  that  purpose. 

Several  years  ago  the  Selectmen  initiated  a  job  description 
and  wage  survey  study  for  all  town  employees.  As  a  result  of 
the  classification  of  jobs,  a  salary  schedule  was  established  for 
the  three  departments,  fire,  police,  and  highway.  They  compare 
favorably  in  terms  of  hourly  pay,  vacation  benefits,  and  health 
insurance  but  there  is  one  glaring  discrepancy.  While  fire  and 
police  employees  are  covered  by  an  adequate  retirement  pro- 
gram to  which  the  Town  of  Rye  contributes,  the  highway 
department  is  covered  only  by  Social  Security  which  was  origi- 
nated as  a  retirement  supplement  and  never  intended  as  a  sole 
source  of  retirement  income.  I  believe  it  is  time  for  this  situa- 
tion to  be  remedied.

The  following  is  a 
list  of  calls  for  1976:  Chimney  fires  7,  Electrical  8,  Building 
Fires  13,  Public  assist  14,  Auto  and  Truck  fires  11,  Investiga- 
tion 5,  Flooded  oil  burners  5,  Rescues  2,  Grass  and  woods  14, 
Smoke  investigation  5,  Lost  persons  1,  Brush  dump  1,  Motor 
vehicle  accidents  12,  Lightning  strikes  6,  Rubbish  1,  Ambu- 
lance assists  20,  False  alarm  2,  Station  coverage  2,  Mutual 
Aid  to  the  following  towns.  North  Hampton  2,  Portsmouth 
8,  Greenland  2,  and  Hampton  1.  Rye  requested  Mutual  Aid 
from  Portsmouth  3  times,  Greenland  1  times,  and  North 
Hampton  1  time. 

The  members  and  I  would  like  to  thank  the  ladies'  aux- 
iliary for  donating  two  (2)  spare  30  minute  Scott  Air  Tanks 
for  our  Scott  Air  Pack  on  the  new  truck,  and  others  that  have 
helped,  for  their  fine  work  in  assisting  with  food,  coffee,  soup, 
etc.,  at  the  fire  scenes  throughout  the  year.

Rye  Police  Department 

As  the  year  1976  rolled  in,  the  Police  Department  looked 
ahead  with  mixed  feelings  anticipating  a  heavy  increase  in 
traffic  and  other  crimes  within  our  area  because  of  all  the  pro- 
grams being  planned  to  celebrate  our  Nation's  200th  Birth- 
day and,  also,  the  Olympic  Games  being  held  in  Montreal. 
However,  our  fears  were  unfounded  and  we  wish  to  thank 
all  the  citizens  who  planned  and  attended  these  programs  for 
conducting  themselves  in  a  manner  which  was  a  credit  to  our 
community. 

We  once  more  ask  the  support  of  all  the  citizens  of  Rye 
in  reporting  anything  which  is  out  of  the  ordinary.  It  is  only 
with  your  support  that  the  Department  can  operate  to  the 
best  of  its  ability. 

The  Department  had  a  successful  year  in  solving  burgla- 
ries, thefts,  and  other  major  crimes.  Again,  this  was  with  the 
assistance  of  those  citizens  who  are  concerned  with  stopping 
the  increase  of  crime  and  with  their  help  we  recovered,  and  as- 
sisted in  the  recovery  of,  much  stolen  property. 

The  paper  work  war  continues  to  mount  its  attack  on 
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the  Department  and  at  the  present  time  I  almost  think  it  is 
winning.  Each  officer  is  required  to  do  a  shart  of  this  paper 
work  which  is  over  and  above  that  of  his  normal  work  shift. 
Since  each  officer  is  requested  to  report  to  the  station  to  assist 
the  public  in  obtaining  information  which  cannot  be  given 
by  the  Fire  Department,  many  hours  of  your  experienced  of- 
ficers' time  is  taken  away  from  his  regular  patrol.  Therefore, 
once  again,  this  Department  will  request  that  a  clerk  be  added 
to  the  Department  roster. 

In  October  a  new  program  involving  the  youth  of  Rye 
called  "The  Explorer  Group'"  was  started  to  introduce  stan- 
dard police  procedure  to  them  and  offer  a  glimpse  into  the 
mechanics  of  a  police  force  and  provide  insight  into  the  daily 
duties  of  a  patrolman.  Presently,  eight  youths  meet  bi-weekly 
and  lectures  are  given  covering  such  information  as  accident 
investigation,  narcotics,  criminal  law,  and  basic  criminal  in- 
vestigation. Field  trips  to  the  Sheriff's  Department  and  the 
Town  Court  have  been  made  and  practical  application  semi- 
nars held  to  provide  the  young  men  and  women  with  a  clearer 
understanding  of  the  legalities  they  are  exposed  to  in  these  field 
trips  and  lectures.  Two  of  the  eight  youths  will  be  selected 
to  attend  the  Police  Cadet  Academy,  after  which  they  will 
work  this  summer  as  Junior  Cadet  Policemen.  The  future  of 
this  program  is  bright  as  interest  is  growing  in  the  Explorer 
Group  and  it  is  believed  participation  will  increase.  The  Ex- 
plorer Program  is  a  fine  opportunity  to  open  the  lines  of  com- 
munication between  the  policemen  and  town  youth  as  it  pro- 
vides these  young  people  with  an  inside  view  of  an  organiza- 
tion they  often  feel  alienated  from  and  gives  them  a  deeper 
understanding  of  the  how  and  why  of  our  existing  laws.  Most 
important,  the  group  draws  them  into  the  community,  height- 
ening their  interest  and  concern  of  town  affairs.  My  thanks 
goes  to  Chief  Walter  Dockham  for  his  encouragement  and 
support  of  this  program  and  to  all  the  patrolmen  who  offered 
their  time  and  knowledge  to  meet  with  the  yuong  people  in- 
volved.

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Rye  Municipal  Court 

During  the  year  1976,  348  cases  were  processed  through 
the  Rye  Municipal  Court.  The  cases  consisted  mostly  of  motor 
vehicle  violations  along  with  violations  of  town  ordinanaces 
and   misdemeanors. 

The  Court  has  completed  its  standardization  program 
and  has  begun  the  exclusive  use  of  pleas  by  mail  on  all  minor 
violations.  While  this  has  created  more  administrative  work 
in  the  handling  and  processing  of  complaints,  it  has  been  a 
well-received  program  by  the  offenders.  There  has  been  a 
marked  increase  in  the  number  of  people  availing  themselves 
of  this  process. 

As  reported  in  1975,  the  Court  continues  its  scheduling 
of  cases  on  Monday  evenings  at  7:00  P.M.  to  accept  pleas 
and  arraignments  for  those  violators  who  wish  to  have  their 
cases  heard  by  the  Court.  The  trial  dates  also  continue  to  be 
held  on  Wednesday  mornings  at  9:00  A.M.  Special  sessions 
are  held  as  appropriate  and  necessary. 

The  Rye  Municipal  Court  has  been  very  conscientious 
about  keeping  abreast  of  changes  and  updating  administrative 
procedures  as  suggested  by  the  District  and  Municipal  Court 
Administrative  Committee. 

At  this  particular  time,  those  of  us  who  are  associated 
with  the  Court  wish  to  thank  all  the  people  who  have  helped 
in  the  discharging  of  our  responsibility  to  the  public.  Special 
appreciation  is  extended  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Rye  Po- 
lice, N.  H.  State  Police,  and  N.  H.  Fish  and  Game  officials.

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Planning  Board 

The  continuing  growth  of  the  Town  of  Rye  during  this 
last  year  has  had  a  two-fold  effect  on  the  Planning  Board.  The 
Board  was  presented  with  1 6  applications  for  subdivisions, 
involving  a  total  of  200  acres  of  land  and  making  provisions 
for  62  house  lots. 

In  addition  to  the  handling  of  the  current  growth,  the 
Board  held  an  unprecedented  number  of  work  sessions  in  an 
effort  to  insure  that  future  growth  occurs  in  an  acceptable 
manner.  The  results  of  those  efforts  are  the  proposed  septic 
tank  siting  requirements,  wetlands  conservation  district,  and 
other  changes  to  the  zoning  ordinance,  the  building  code,  and 
the  subdivision  regulations. 

The  work  of  the  planning  board  was  greatly  facilitated 
by  our  close  working  relationship  with  the  building  inspector, 
road  agent,  selectmen,  and  other  town  officials.  We  also  bene- 
fited greatly  from  the  services  provided  by  the  Southeast  Re- 
gional Planning  Commission  through  their  planning  advisor. 

The  pressure  for  growth  in  Rye  has  increased  steadily 
over  the  last  several  years  and  is  expected  to  continue.

Report  of  the  Board  of  Adjustment 

The  Rye  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  consists  of  five 
members  appointed  by  the  Selectmen  for  varying  terms  of  five 
years  each.  The  members  for  this  year  are:  Chairman,  E.  Pete 
Tucker;  Clerk,  Albert  R.  Jee;  William  E.  Ashley,  Norman 
F.  Carlsen,  and  Marjorie  C.  Gifford. 

Regular  meetings  are  scheduled  the  first  Tuesday  of  each 
month  in  the  conference  room  at  the  Rye  Public  Library  for 
the  purpose  of  acting  on  appeals  from  the  terms  of  the  Zoning 
Ordinances.  The  Board  hears,  decides,  and  reviews  appeals 
from  any  order,  requirement  or  decision  made  by  an  admin- 
istrating enforcing  official.  It  also  hears  and  decides  special 
exceptions  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

Twenty-five  appeals  were  processed  during  1976  and  of 
these,  sixteen  were  approved  and  nine  disapproved.  Each  ap- 
peal is  considered  on  its  own  merit  and  the  "Right  to  Know" 
law  is  strictly  observed  at  all  times. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  residents  and  officials  of  the  Town 
for  their  interest  in  the  functions  of  the  Board.  We  will  con- 
tinue to  do  our  best  to  insure  proper  zoning  procedures.

The  Rye  Ambulance  Corps  has  an  up-to-date,  fully 
equipped,  Cadillac  ambulance  serving  the  community  twenty- 
four  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a  week,  the  year  round. 

The  Corps  transports  patients  to  local  hospitals  and  nurs- 
ing homes  and  to  Boston,  Mass.,  and  Manchester  and  Hano- 
ver, N.  H.,  and  anywhere  the  patient  requires  medical  help. 

During  1976,  the  Corps  made  236  runs. 

We  are  staffed  with  men  and  women  who  have  had  cither 
an  81 -hour  Emergency  Medical  Technician  course  or  a  51- 
hour  Advance  Red  Cross  course.  All  personnel  are  volunteers. 

There  is  still  a  great  need  for  more  volunteers.  No  ex- 
perience is  required — we  will  train  you.  Minimum  age  is  18 
years.  If  the  Corps  is  going  to  continue,  we  must  have  addi- 
tional help. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  of  those  who  helped  during  the 
year,  especially  the  Fire  and  Police  Departments,  who  have 
been  outstanding  in  their  assistance  throughout  the  years.

Rye  Recreation  Commission 

Considerable  time  and  attention  was  given  by  the  five- 
member  Recreation  Commission  in  the  past  year  in  an  effort 
to  offer  a  wider  program  of  activities  for  both  youth  and 
adults.  Rye  school  children  were  polled  in  the  spring  in  order 
to  determine  what  kinds  of  activities  should  be  offered  during 
the  annual  eight-week  summer  recreation  program.  In  early 
summer  the  Commission  sponsored  a  general  survey  of  recrea- 
tional interests,  and  volunteers  distributed  questionnaires  from 
house  to  house.  Engineering  and  planning  advice  was  sought  on 
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the  possibilities  of  further  development  in  the  present  Recrea- 
tion Area. 

The  summer  program  for  Rye  youth  was  held  from 
June  28-Aug.  20.  Approximately  44  children  attended  the 
program  each  day  and  were  offered  a  variety  of  activities  such 
as  arts  and  crafts,  athletics,  and  field  trips  with  only  a  mini- 
mal cost  to  each  child  for  materials  or  transportation.  Chil- 
dren participating  in  the  summer  program  entered  a  float  in 
Rye's  Bicentennial  Parade,  prepared  a  cookbook,  had  an  over- 
night campout  and  cookout  at  the  Recreation  Area,  and  had  a 
dance  at  the  end  of  the  program. 

In  addition  to  these  activities,  the  Recreation  Commis- 
sion made  arrangements  for  those  who  wished  to  participate 
on  a  fee  basis  to  take  riding  lessons  at  Galloping  Green 
Stables,  tennis  lessons  at  Abenaqui  Country  Club,  and  swim- 
ming lessons  at  a  local  pool  from  a  private  instructor.  It  is 
hoped  that  in  the  near  future  instructions  can  be  offered  on  a 
fee  basis  for  some  adult  activities  such  as  women's  exercise, 
and    woodworking. 

Thanks  are  extended  by  the  Commission  to  its  summer 
staff  members  Patricia  Christo,  Alison  LaPage,  and  Robert 
Girard,  to  swimming  instructor  Janet  Kennedy,  and  to  all 
those  who  donated  materials  and  equipment  for  the  campout, 
the  arts  and  crafts  program,  and  for  the  parade.  Thanks  also 
go  to  those  who  donated  their  time  in  umpiring  games,  in 
demonstrations  of  hobbies,  and  in  chaperoning.  Special  thanks 
go  to  Robert  Goss  for  his  time  in  repairing  games  and  equip- 
ment at  the  Recreation  Area,  and  to  Ralph  Morang  who  do- 
nated his  pool  for  swimming  lessons  for  two  weeks.

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Rye  Conservation  Commission 

The  Rye  Conservation  Commission  has  been  very  busy 
this  past  year  with  several  members  being  active  in  the  garden 
club  and  in  the  schools. 

We  have  been  working  with  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
in  establishing  a  Nature  Study  Interpretive  Center  at  Odiorne's 
Point  and  have  taken  action  on  three  Dredge  and  Fill  Permits. 

Mrs.  Doris  Berry  Keene  made  a  very  generous  donation 
of  over  71  acres  of  marsh  land  to  the  Town  and  Conservation 
Commission. 

The  Commission  and  Highway  Agent  Bill  Jenness  now 
have  a  program  for  the  treatment  of  elm  tree  disease.  This 
program  includes  pressure  injection  and  all  materials  used  are 
approved  by  both  Federal  and  State  agencies.  Elm  trees  are 
being  replaced  on  Town  land  and  can  be  replaced  on  privately 
owned  land  for  labor  costs. 

Field  trips  were  made  with  the  Mosquito  Control  Com- 
mission in  Rye  and  to  Essex  County,  Massachusetts,  to  see  the 
accomplishments  of  the  ditching  program. 

We  have  been  privileged  to  be  present  at  the  Planning 
Board  meetings  and  work  sessions  and  to  contribute  informa- 
tion to  their  discussions  and  decision. 

We  regretfully  accepted  the  resignation  of  one  of  our 
original  members,  James  McMahon,  but  he  has  agreed  to  be 
available  for  consultation  from  time  to  time. 

We  hope  to  continue  and  maintain  the  eco-life  style  we 
are  all  enjoying  and  appreciate.  It  appears  that  education  is 
our  next  project  and  we  would  welcome  support  from  everyone.

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Mosquito   Report 

The  Rye  Mosquito  Control  District  Commission  estab- 
lished by  Article  7  on  the  town  warrant  in  1976  had  a  very 
demanding  and  productive  first  year  as  the  following  synopsis 
indicates. 

•  Qualified  personnel  (entomologists)  were  contracted  to 
supervise  and  conduct  a  mosquito  breeding  site  survey 
and  to  recommend  and  initiate  a  comprehensive  mosquito 
abatement  program. 

•  The  breeding  site  survey  was  completed  and  the  results 
reported  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  citizens  of 
Rye  on  September  1,  1976. 

•  A  larviciding  program  (the  application  of  a  chemical  to 
a  water  area  to  kill  the  mosquito  larvae  present)  was  be- 
gun after  receiving  a  special  permit  from  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Pesticides  Control  Board  on  July  30,   1976. 

•  The  adulticiding  program  (spraying  the  air  to  kill  adult 
mosquitos)  previously  under  the  Highway  Department 
was  incorporated  into  the  mosquito  abatement  program 
by  August  1,    1976. 

The  commission  organized  and  hosted  four  meetings 
of  surrounding  towns'  Mosquito  Control  District  Commissions 
for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  a  joint-effort  approach  to  per- 
manent mosquito  control  which  can  only  be  accomplished  by 
what  is  called  "source  reduction".  Source  reduction  means 
rectifying  conditions  which  cause  standing  water  where  mo- 
squitos can  breed.  (This  does  not  mean  eliminating  all  standing 
water  i.e.  a  pond  containing  natural  predators  such  as  fish 
which  eat  mosquito  larvae  is  not  considered  a  breeding  site.)  * 

The  biggest  problem  will  be  to  restore  the  normal  ebb 
and  flow  condition  in  the  salt  marshes  that  has  been  impeded 
over  the  years  by  highway  and  home  construction,  etc.,  and 
lack  of  maintenance  of  the  ditches. 

Since  source  reduction  is  a  costly,  long-range  project  the 
commission   has  proposed  an   intensive  larviciding  and  adulti- 
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ciding  program  for  1977  to  provide  a  tolerable  level  of  physi- 
cal relief  for  the  people  in  addition  to  requesting  funds  for 
possible  source  reduction  projects.  The  larviciding  program 
will  be  much  more  effective  because  now  it  will  be  able  to  be 
started  at  the  recommneded  time,  April  to  May;  and  the 
adulticiding  program  will  be  more  effective  because  a  Leco  ULV 
sprayer  has  been  purchased  which  dispenses  a  95%  Malathion 
mist  as  compared  to  a  2%  Malathion  solution  mist  dispensed 
by  the  Buffalo  Turbine  sprayer.  Also  the  Leco  ULV  droplet 
size  is  smaller  and  it  is  more  economical  to  operate  per  road 
mile.  It  will  almost  pay  for  itself  the  first  season  based  on  the 
operating  cost  differential 

Mosquito  control  requires  a  comprehensive  program  that 
integrates  source  reduction,  biological  and  chemical  control 
techniques  to  reduce  the  mosquito  population  to  a  level  that 
will  be  tolerable  to  the  public.  Ultimately  the  program  should 
eliminate  its  dependence  on  chemicals  because  of  the  effect 
of  source  reduction  but  this  will  happen  gradually. 

The  1976  breeding  site  survey  and  program  provides  the 
foundation  for  Rye  to  achieve  in  1977  a  noticeable  level  of 
relief  for  its  residents.  Fortunately  many  other  towns  in  the 
seacoast  are  pursuing  similar  programs  which  also  benefit  Rye 
since  the  mosquito  knows  no  boundaries.  Effective  mosquito 
control  in  the  seacoast  area  is  an  enormous  project  and  this  is 
just  the  beginning. 

*  The  results  of  the  breeding  site  survey  with  specific  recom- 
mendations for  specific  sites  are  available  to  the  public  as 
well  as  detailed  explanations  of  such  terms  as  breeding  sites, 
adulticiding,  larviciding,  etc.

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Dog  Officer's  Report 

In  order  to  let  the  people  of  Rye  see  exactly  how  the 
Dog  Officer's  time  was  utilized,  I  have  attached  a  comparison 
chart  for  the  year   1976  against   1975. 

There  was  a  large  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints 
made  this  year  especially  during  the  summer  months  when  the 
dog  population  increased  due  to  all  the  summer  residents. 
Much  time  was  used  trying  to  locate  these  dog  owners  to  ex- 
plain the  Dog  Control  Law  to  them  but  this  past  summer 
most  were  reached  so  they  could  be  given  either  a  verbal  warn- 
ing, written  warning  or,  if  needed,  a  court  action. 

Dogs  on  the  beaches  became  quite  a  problem  last  summer 
even  though  the  beaches  were  well  posted.  Keeping  them  free 
of  dogs  seems  like  an  impossible  task  for  one  person  especially 
during  week  days  when  the  dog  officer  is  not  in  town.  The 
problem  eased  up  somewhat,  however,  around  the  middle  of 
summer  with  the  help  of  the  Life  Guards. 

The  licensing  of  dogs  dropped  off  this  year  partly  due 
to  dog  owners  moving  out  of  Rye.  Again  I  would  like  to  re- 
peat, if  you  don't  want  your  dog  impounded  if  caught  running 
free,  put  the  Rye  dog  license  and  rabies  tag  on  him  so  the  dog 
can  be  traced  to  the  owner  and  returned.  Dog  licenses  are  due 
May  1st  of  each  year  and  are  delinquent  after  June  1  when 
a  $1.00  fine  is  paid.

Library  Report 

The  library  continues  to  provide  a  wide  range  of  services 
for  all  ages.  Young  children  are  introduced  to  books  through 
a  popular  story  hour.  School  classes  visit  the  library  for  gen- 
eral orientation.  For  persons  with  limited  vision,  there  are 
large  print  materials  and  talking  books  can  be  arranged.  Records 
and   pictures   are   also  available. 

The  Bicentennial  was  observed  over  July  4th  by  a  craft 
show  put  on  by  the  Friends  of  the  Library  and  bunting  decor- 
ated the  building.  Films  were  shown  each  Sunday  throughout 
the  summer.  The  Friends  also  assisted  in  various  ways  through 
the  year  and  helped  with  Christmas  decorating. 

The  library  was  freshened  up  by  a  painting  of  the  outside 
trim  and  some  interior  painting.  The  hanging  sign  was  also 
repainted.  A  card  file  was  purchased  and  a  storage  cabinet  built 
in  the  Trefethen  room  for  audio-visual  equipment.  This  room 
is  used  by  many  groups  in  town  and  anyone  wishing  to  show 
a  movie  or  slides  should  arrange  with  the  librarian  for  assis- 
tance with  the  projectors.  The  library  cooperates  with  neigh- 
boring towns  in  a  film  purchase  program. 

Many  books  have  been  repaired  this  year  under  the  gui- 
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dance  of  Mrs.  Louise  Tallman.  Some  of  the  books  within  the 
library  had  never  been  recorded,  so  Mrs.  MaryAnn  Danzell  was 
employed  during  the  summer  to  make  out  cards  for  the  refer- 
ence files  which  gives  a  record  in  case  of  loss. 

The  Rye  Historical  Society  has  been  using  the  Macdonald 
Room  for  sorting  and  preserving  documentary  material.  The 
librarian  has  been  advising  on  topics  for  research  reference.. 
There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  historical  information,  both 
by  letter  and  direct  visitation. 

Librarian  Marguerite  Leach  took  a  course  at  the  Univers- 
ity of  New  Hampshire  on  Audio- Visual  Materials.  She  is  a 
delegate  to  the  N.  H.  Trustees  Association.  She  has  attended 
several  meetings  with  the  Institutional  Librarians  at  the  State 
Hospital  in  Concord  and  in  Laconia. 

There  has  been  trustee  representation  at  several  N.  H. 
trustee  meetings  in  the  past  year.  There  is  some  informal  as- 
sistance of  book  service  to  shut-ins.  This  is  a  direction  which 
could   be  expanded   in  Rye.

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Report  of  Cemetery  Trustees 

The  Central  Cemetery  has  been  kept  in  very  good  condi- 
tion by  the  caretaker  and  one  part-time  helper.  This  is  due 
in  part  to  long  range  planning  by  the  Cemetery  Trustees  to 
upgrade  the  cemetery  and  to  save  labor. 

In  the  Cedar  Lawn  division,  we  instituted  a  new  system 
for  saving  both  land  and  labor.  It  was  laid  out  with  one  central 
driveway  and  foot  paths  between  the  various  sections.  This 
regulation  calls  for  no  monuments  or  markers  above  ground 
level.  Flowers  and  decorations  are  allowed  only  on  special 
occasions.  This  allows  mowing  with  larger  mowers  and  no 
hand  trimming  which  is  needed  in  the  older  part  of  the  ceme- 
tery where  there  are  hundreds  of  monuments  and  markers  to 
be  trimmed  around.  It  also  saves  time  needed  to  move  and  put 
back  pots,  baskets,  urns,  etc.,  each  time  it  is  mowed. 

Divisions  1,  2,  and  3  have  been  regraded  to  allow  mowing 
from  one  roadway  to  another  instead  of  one  lot  at  a  time.  This 
saves  many  hours  of  time  and  is  a  great  improvement  to  the  ap- 
pearance of  the  area. 

We  still  want  to  improve  the  North  end  of  the  cemetery 
next  to  the  Town  Hall  when  the  Town  has  finished  their  pro- 
jects and  the  building  is  no  longer  needed  for  storage.

Report  of  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds 

The  total  income  of  $3,303.25  received  on  the  Library 
trust  funds  w^as  paid  to  the  Trustees  of  Rye  Public  Library. 
The  Library  trust  funds  are  20  individual  gifts  that  were 
given  to  the  Rye  Public  Library.  The  first  fund  was  received 
in    1909. 

An  additional  gift  was  made  to  the  Shirley  C.  ^  Helen 
F.  Philbrick  Fund  in  the  amount  of  $284.00.  This  increases 
the  principal  of  this  fund  to  $1,900.00. 
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A  large  withdrawal  of  $27,597.00  was  made  from  the 
Town  of  Rye  Capital  Reserve  Fund  and  paid  to  Maxim  Motor 
Division  for  the  last  payment  due  on  the  new  fire  truck.  An 
additional  deposit  of  $3,0'00.00  was  received  on  this  fund  in- 
creasing the  new  principal   to  $9,031.46. 

The  Rye  Beach  District  requested  and  received  $3,200.00 
from  their  capital  reserve  fund.  This  was  withdrawn  from  the 
income  balance. 

The  Rye  Conservation  Commission  added  a  deposit  of 
$500.00  to  their  fund  increasing  the  principal  balance  to 
$16,121.00. 

Twelve  cemetery  lots  were  sold  and  $2,600.00  was  added 
to  the  perpetual  care  funds.  Total  cemetery  expenditures  were 
$14,812.79  with  $9,141.79  paid  out  from  perpetual  care 
funds  and  $5,671.00  paid  from  the  Dalton  Fund.

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Note  to  Financial  Statements 

DECEMBER  31,   1975 

SUMMARY  OF  SIGNIFICANT 
ACCOUNTING  POLICIES  — 

The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  of  Rye  conform  to 
generally  accepted  accounting  principals  as  applicable  to  gov- 
ernmental units.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  signifi- 
cant  policies. 

BASES  OF  ACCOUNTING  — 

The  modified  accrual  basis  of  accounting  is  followed  by  all 
funds.  Modifications  to  the  accrual  basis  consist  generally  of: 

1.  Revenues  are  recorded  as  received  in  cash  except  for: 

(a)  revenues  susceptible  to  accrual  and 

(b)  material  revenues  that  are  not  received  at  the  nor- 
mal time  of  receipt 

2.  Expenditures   are   recorded   on   an   accrual   basis  except 
for: 

(a)  disbursements  for  inventory  type  items,  which 
may  be  considered  expenditures  at  the  time  of 
purchase; 

(b)  prepaid  expenses,  which  normally  are  not  re- 
corded; 

(c)  interest  on  long-term  debt,  which  should  nor- 
mally be  an  expenditure  when  due;   and 

(d)  the  encumbrance  method  of  accounting 

COMBINED  BALANCE  SHEET  — 

The  balance  sheet  of  the  Town  of  Rye  consists  of  the  gen- 
eral fund  and  all  "reserves"  thereto.  Special  funds  estab- 
lished from,  and  remaining  under  the  custody  of,  the  gen- 
eral fund  are  appropriately  considered  "reserves"  of  the  gen- 
eral fund. 
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GENERAL  FIXED  ASSETS  — 

General  fixed  assets  purchased  are  recorded  as  expenditures  in 
the  general  fund  or  appropriate  special  fund  at  the  time  of 
purchase.  No  depreciation  has  been  provided  on  general 
fixed  assets, 

GENERAL  LONG-TERM  INDEBTEDNESS  — 

In  recording  long-term  debt,  the  Town  of  Rye  conforms 
with  guidelines  set  forth  in  the  National  Committee  on 
Governmental  Accounting  publication  Governmental  Ac- 
counting, Auditing  and  Financial  Reporting  (GAAFR) . 
The  GAAFR  principle,  which  is  a  component  of  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles,  requires  that  general  obliga- 
tion bonds  and  other  forms  of  long-term  debt  supported 
by  general  revenues  are  obligations  of  the  Town  as  a  whole 
and  not  its  individual  constituent  funds.  Therefore,  such 
long-term  liabilities  should  not  be  carried  as  specific  liabili- 
ties of  any  fund,  but  should  be  set  up  in  a  separate  financial 
statement  of  the  Town. 
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Time  Capsule 

Buried   by    the   Seacoast   Memorial   Post    #8942    Veterans    of 
Foreign  Wars  on  July  4,  1976  to  be  opened  July  4,  2076. 

The  capsule  is  buried  on  the  Central  Road  side  of  the  flag 
pole  in  the  Rye  Town  Park  in  the  Rye  Cemetery.  It  is  two 
paces  (normal  stride)  from  the  base  of  the  pole;  one  pace  from 
the  cement  apron.  The  capsule  is  a  plastic  container  with  a 
plastic  sealed  cover  encased  in  two  inches  of  cement  with  a  ce- 
ment cover  and  weighs  200  pounds.  The  capsule  is  2  feet  by 
1 3^  feet  by  1  J/2  f^^t  and  is  buried  in  a  hole  3  feet  deep.  The  top 
of  the  capsule  is  about  one  foot  beneath  the  surface.

Act  Authorizing  the  Incorporation 
of  the  Town  of  Rye 

This  is  believed  to  be  the  first  publication  of  the  text  of  the 
legislative  act  which  established  the  Parish  of  Rye  on  April  30, 
1726.  It  was  discovered  November  1976  among  papers  in  the 
Ffrost  Collection  at  the  New  Hampshire  Historical  Society  in 
Concord.  It  is  printed  here  with  their  permission.

(In  the  twelfth  year  of  the  reign  of  King  George  I)

An  Act  for  the  Settling  and  Establishment  of  two  Parrishes  in 
the  Town  of  NewCastle 

Whereas  Sundry  Persons,  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Newcastle,  at  a  Place  call'd  Sandy-beach  and  other  Inhabitants 
of  the  Town  of  Portsmouth  in  the  Southeastern  part  thereof, 
and  Some  of  the  northeastern  borderers  of  Hampton,  have 
petition'd  the  General  Assembly  to  be  incorporated  into  a 
Parrish,  for  the  Reasons  Set  forth  in  the  Petition,  and  all  Per- 
sons concern'd  being  fully  heard  upon  the  Said  Petition,  and 
the  objections  being  Duely  weigh'd  and  it  appearing  upon 
consideration  of  the  premises  that  the  prayer  of  the  Said  Petition 
is  most  Reasonable  — 

Be  it  therefore  Enacted  By  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant 
Governour,  Concil  and  Representatives  conven'd  in  General 
Assembly  and  by  the  authority  of  the  Same,  that  the  Great 
Island  in  the  Town  of  NewCastle  together  with  the  Estates  of 
Lieutenant  John  Sherburne,  George  Wallis  Deceased,  Tobias 
Lear,  John  Odiorne,  Capt.  Henry  Sherburne,  James  Rendall, 
and  John  Leach  be  a  District  Parrish  by  their  ancient  name  of 
NewCastle:  and  that  all  the  other  part  of  NewCastle  be  another 
or  Second  Parish  by  the  name  of  Rye  — 

An  Be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid,  that 
Each  of  the  Said  Parrishes  be  and  hereby  are  authorised  and 
fully  impower'd  to  call.  Settle  and  maintain  a  Minister,  and 
Schoolmaster,  from  time  to  time  as  occasion  may  Require, 
and  hereby  further  impower'd  to  Raise  mony  in  Each  of  the 
Said  Parrishes  Respectively  (as  the  Several  Towns  within  this 
Province  do)  for  the  Support  thereof  nad  likewise  for  Defray- 
ing the  Charge  of  the  poor  in  Each  of  the  Said  Parrishes,  and 
also  for  other  parrish  charges  and  that  the  Parrish  of  Rye  Shall 
nevertheless  be  and  is  hereby  required  and  obliged  to  pay  all 
their  last  years  rates  which  are  not  yet  paid  and  make  good 
their  just   proportion    (being   one   third   part)    of   all   former 
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Town    engagements,    Except    to    the    Minister,    School    and 
poor  — 

And  Be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  authority  aforesaid, 
that  in  consideration  the  Meeting  House  at  the  Island  is  con- 
venantly  Situated  for  the  Souldiery  posted  at  his  Majesty's 
Fort  William  and  Mary  to  Repair  to  for  the  B.enifit  of  the 
Gospel  Ministry,  that  there  be  twenty  four  pounds  paid  an- 
nually out  of  the  Excise  towards  the  Support  of  a  Gospel 
Minister  of  the  said  Island  — 

And  Be  it  Enacted  By  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that  the 
said  Parrish  of  Rye  shall  annually  pay  two  thirds  part  of 
Newcastle  proportion  of  the  Province  tax,  until  otherwise 
order'd  by  the  General  Assembly  and  that  the  Treasurer  for 
the  time  being  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to  issue  out  two  war- 
rants, for  said  NewCastle  proportion  of  the  Province  Tax, 
one  to  the  Selectmen  of  the  first  Parrish  for  one  third  part  of 
the  Said  tax,  and  the  other  to  the  Selectmen  of  the  Parrish  of 
Rye  for  the  other  two  thirds,  thereof  and  that  Each  of  the 
Said  Parrishes  be  and  are  hereby  authorised  and  impower'd  to 
transact  all  prudential  affairs  as  fully  as  the  Several  Towns  in 
this  Province  are  and  to  Chuse  Selectmen,  Parrish  Clark, 
Assessers,  Surveyors  of  Highways,  Constables,  and  all  other 
officers  Respectively  (who  shall  have  the  like  powers  that 
other  such  officers  in  this  Province  have)  Except  Assemblymen, 
the  Choice  of  which  will  be  hereafter  provided  for,  and  that 
the  Selectmen  of  Rye  for  the  Present  year  shall  be  William 
Seavy  Junr.,  Saml.  Bracket,  Joshua  Foss,  Richard  Goss,  Joseph 
Philbrick,  John  Garlend,  Richard  Jennis,  Lieutenant  William 
Lock  and  Joseph  Lock  — 

And  Be  it  further  Enacted  by  the  Authority  aforesaid,  that 
the  Subscribers  to  the  aforesaid  Petition,  which  belong  to 
Portsmouth  and  Hampton,  whose  names  are  as  follows  (Viz.) , 
John  Lock,  Edward  Lock,  Joseph  Lock,  William  Lock, 
Ezekiel  Knowles,  James  Fuller,  William  Lock,  William  Gam- 
mon, Jethro  Lock,  John  Knowles,  Stephen  Berry,  John  Lock 
Junr.,  Daniel  Hasty,  Joseph  Brown,  Nicholas  Dolbear,  James 
Lock,   Francis  Lock,   Saml.   Lock,   Christopher  Palmer,   John 
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Garland,  David  Smith,  Ezenezer  Philbrick,  Hezekiah  Jennis, 
Richd.  Jennis,  John  Jennis,  Thos.  Jennis,  Isaac  Libby,  Ben- 
jamin Lamprey,  Isaac  Dow,  Jacob  Libby,  Joseph  Philbrick,

Parrishes  joyntly,  who  shall  joyntly  notify  the  meeting  of 
the  two  Parrishes  under  their  hands  of  under  the  hands  of  the 
major  part  of  them  for  such  Election,  and  the  Town  meeting 
for  such  Choice  from  time  to  time  shall  be  held  at  the  Island, 
and  no  more  then  one  Assemblyman  shall  Belong  to  the  first 
Parrish  and  but  one  to  the  Parrish  of  Rye  —

To  choose  a  Town  Clerk  and  a  Treasurer 
for  the  ensuing  year,  a  Selectman,  Cemetery  Trustee,  Library 
Trustee,  a  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  and  two  members  of  the 
Budget  Committee  for  three  years  and  one  member  of  the 
Budget  Committee  for  one  year. 

Article  2.  To  choose  all  necessary  officers  for  the 
Rye  School  District  in  accordance  with  the  statutory  procedure 
adopted  by  said  district  at  its  March  1962  annual  meeting. 

Article  3.  On  petition  of  Elizabeth  A.  Greene  and 
44  others,  to  see  if  the  Town  is  in  favor  of  having  a  3 -year 
term  for  the  Town  Clerk  in  accordance  with  RSA  Chapter 
41:16  by  inserting  the  following  question  to  be  printed  on 
the  ballot: 

"Are  you  in  favor  of  changing  the  term  of  the  Town 
Clerk  from  one  year  to  three  years,  beginning  with  the  term 
of  the  Town  Clerk  to  be  elected  at  next  year's  regular  town 
meeting?"

This  pipeline  code  shall  be  ad- 
ministered by  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  and  the  Board  is  hereby 
given  the  power  and  authority  to  enforce  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance. 

(b)  Administrative  Responsibility.  Administration  of 
this  Code  is  vested  in  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  but  they  are  em- 
powered to  appoint  a  Pipeline  Inspector,  an  Interference  Com- 
mittee,  and   such  other  temporary    inspectors    as    they    deem 
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necessary  from  time  to  time  to  police  and  enforce  the  provisions 
of  this  Code. 

(c)  Inspection  Procedures  and  Fees.  Primary  respon- 
sibilities for  inspections  under  this  Code  are  vested  in  the  Pipe- 
line Inspector,  and  for  all  interference,  cathodic  and  other 
specialized  inspections,  in  the  Interference  Committee,  but  the 
whole  or  any  part  of  their  responsibility  may  be  delegated  by 
such  Inspector  or  Committee  to  one  or  more  technicians  or  en- 
gineers specially  qualified  to  make  any  specialized  pipeline  in- 
spection. The  pipeline  applicant  or  owner  shall  pay  a  filing 
fee  of  $1.00  per  $1,000.00  estimated  value  of  any  pipeline 
project  on  permit  applications,  and  for  all  inspections  required 
under  the  terms  of  this  Code,  shall  pay  the  Town  $35.00  per 
hour  for  the  time  of  one  inspector,  including  travel  time,  plus 
the  amount  of  any  fee  or  charges  assessed  by  any  technician  or 
engineer  reasonably  retained  by  the  Town  to  carry  out  any 
specialized  inspection  required  under  the  terms  of  this  Code. 

(d)  Permits.  No  pipeline  shall  hereafter  be  laid  or 
extended  in  the  Town  of  Rye  without  first  having  applied 
for  and  received  a  permit  under  this  Code.  The  applicant 
shall  also  be  required  to  file  an  application  for  site  review  as 
to  the  pipeline  route  and  layout  with  the  Rye  Planning  Board, 
pursuant  to  usual  site  review  procedures  as  prescribed  by  the 
Rye  Zoning  Ordinance,  and  site  review  approval  shall  be  neces- 
sary preliminary  to  issue  of  a  pipeline  permit.  The  Selectmen 
shall  hold  a  public  hearing  upon  any  pipeline  permit  applica- 
tion. The  Board  of  Selectmen  may  prescribe  rules  and  regula- 
tions for  such  applications,  hearings  and  permits.  No  pipeline, 
or  pipeline  extension  shall  be  put  into  operation  without  a 
Certificate  of  Use,  which  may  be  issued  by  the  Pipeline  Inspec- 
tor upon  satisfactory  evidence  that  the  pipeline  has  been  laid 
or  extended  in  accordance  with  terms  of  site  review  approval 
and  pipeline  permit  and  has  passed  all  inspection  required  by 
this  Code.  After  any  rupture  or  explosion  or  other  shut-down 
of  use  caused  by  accident  or  peril  which  might,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Pipeline  Inspector,  unless  corrected,  endanger  the  area, 
inhabitants,  or  the  integrity  of  the  pipeline  system,  the  existing 
Certificate  of  Use  shall  be  immediately  invalidated.  The  ap- 
plicant must  then  reapply  for  such  certificate  and  it  must  have 
been  properly  issued  by  the  Pipeline  Inspector  pursuant  to  this 
ordinance,  prior  to  renewal  of  use  of  said  pipeline. 

(a)  Enforcement  and  Penalties.  This  Pipeline  Code 
shall  be  enforced  in  the  first  instance  by  the  Pipeline  Inspector, 
or  by  the  Interference  Committee,  either  of  whom  shall  be  em- 
powered to  enter  all  desirable  summary  orders  to  pipeline  own- 
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ers,  operators,  contractors,  and  any  person  concerned.  Upon 
complaint  of  the  Pipeline  Inspector  or  the  Interference  Com- 
mittee or  of  any  person  or  upon  their  own  initiative,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  may  initiate  action  to  impose  fines,  enter  cease 
and  desist  orders,  commence  proceedings  at  law  or  equity  for 
injunction,  fines,  or  other  relief,  as  the  circumstances  may  war- 
rant. Violations  of  this  Code  are  subject  to  penalties  not  ex- 
ceeding $100.00  for  each  offense,  provided  that  each  day  any 
violation  continues  shall  constitute  a  separate  offense;  such 
penalties  shall  enure  to  the  use  of  the  Town  of  Rye  unless 
otherwise  required  by  court. 

(f)  Reimbursement.  Pipeline  owners,  operators,  and  con- 
tractors shall  reimburse  the  Town  of  Rye,  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire,  any  other  governmental  body  or  agency,  and  any 
private  individual  for  any  and  all  costs  involved  in  cleaning 
areas  affected  by  accidental  release  of  substances  from  their  pipe- 
lines and  fully  restoring  the  affected  area  to  the  condition  that 
it  was  in  immediately  prior  to  the  accidental  release.  In  those 
cases  of  accidental  release  and  damage  to  the  surrounding  area 
where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Pipeline  Inspector,  the  clean-up 
and  restoration  costs  will  exceed  $1,000.00  the  pipeline  own- 
ers, operators,  and  contractors  shall  post  a  bond  to  cover  said 
costs  as  estimated  by  the  Pipeline  Inspector.  Nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  interpreted  to  interfere  with  or  restrict  in  any 
way  the  right  of  any  person  to  pursue  any  right  of  action  he 
might  have  for  damage  or  injury  incurred  as  a  result  of  any 
accidental  release. 

10.2  REGULATIONS 

(a)  This  Code  prescribes  minimum  requirements  for 
the  design,  materials,  construction,  assembly,  inspection  and 
testing  of  piping,  transporting  liquid  petroleum  and  petroleum 
products,  combustible  gasses,  and  hazardous  liquids,  gasses  and 
slurries.  The  scope  is  as  stated  in  the  various  sections  of  the 
American  National  Standard  Code  for  Pressure  Piping  (ANSI 
B31).  The  minimum  requirements  are  set  forth  in  ANSI  B31 
including  all  referenced  standards  and  as  amended  and  extended 
herein. 

(b)  Classification  of  Steel  Pipe  Construction.  Steel 
pipe  and  pipeline  components  for  the  transport  of  all  materials 
within  the  scope  of  this  Code  shall  be  constructed  using  Design 
Factors  (safety  factors)  no  larger  than  the  values  defined  in 
ANSI  B31.841.il    for  each  Construction  Type. 

(1)    Construction  Type  A.  The  design  factor  is  0.72 
(not   applicable  to   this  ordinance) . 
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(2)  Construction  Type  B.      The  design  factor  is  0.60. 

(3)  Construction  Type  C.  The  ciesign  factor  is  0.50. 

(4j    Construction  Type  D.  The  ciesign  factor  is  0.40. 

(c)  Classification  of  Potential  Hazard.  Any  application 
made  pursuant  to  this  ordinance  shall  include  sufficient  tech- 
nical documentation  to  permit  evaluation  by  the  Pipeline  In- 
spector of  the  degree  of  hazard  involved  and  the  determination 
by  said  Pipeline  Inspector  of  the  hazard  type  classification  for 
the  materials  to  be  transported. 

(1)  Type  1  Hazard.  The  nature  of  Type  1  Hazard  ma- 
terials is  such  that  their  accidental  release  would  have  only 
minor  impact  upon  human  activities,  health,  and  wildlife  at 
the  time  of  their  release,  and  no  detectable  impact  after  one 
year.  These  materials  are  either  self-dispersing  or  amenable  to 
total  clean-up.  With  assured  clean-up  capability,  liquid  fuel 
having  high  flash  temperatures  may  be  considered  for  inclusion 
in  this  classification. 

(2)  Type  2  Hazard.  The  nature  of  Type  2  Hazard  ma- 
terials is  such  that  their  accidental  release  would  present  a  haz- 
ard to  human  activities,  health  and  wildlife.  This  classification 
includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  combustible  gasses,  liquid  fuels 
with  low  flash  temperatures,  materials  whose  vapors  are  toxic, 
or  which  leave  toxic  residues. 

(3)  Type  3  Hazard.  The  nature  of  Type  3  Hazard  ma- 
terials is  such  that  their  accidental  release  would  have  minor 
impact  upon  biologically  sensitive  areas  at  the  time  of  their  re- 
lease and  no  detectable  impact  after  one  year.  These  materials 
are  either  self-dispersing  or  amenable  to  total  clean-up  without 
ecological  damage  by  the  clean-up  methods.  Combustible  gasses 
which  do  not  leave  toxic  residues  with  or  without  combustion 
may  be  considered  for  this  classification. 

(4)  Type  4  Hazard.  The  nature  of  Type  4  Hazard  ma- 
terials is  such  that  their  accidental  release  wold  present  a  hazard 
to  biologically  sensitive  areas.  This  classification  includes,  but 
is  not  limited  to,  liquid  petroleum  and  petroleum  products  and 
materials  which  leave  a  toxic  residue. 

(5)  Type  5  Hazard.  The  nature  of  Type  5  Hazard  ma- 
terials is  such  that  if  released  into  a  public  water  supply,  pru- 
dent water  supply  management  would  require  suspension  of  use 
of  the  supply  for  more  than  six  hours  or  would  require  purg- 
ing of  either  the  supply  or  distribution  system.  This  category 
includes,  but  is  not  limited  to,  liquid  petroleum  and  petroleum 
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products,  refinery  wastes,  and  gasses  which  leave  a  toxic  residue 
after  dissipating. 

(d)  Classification  of  Locations.  Location  classifications 
1  through  4  as  defined  in  ANSI  B3 1.841  specifically  include 
the  following  locations  and  are  indicated  on  the  Town  of  Rye 
Pipeline  Map  which  is  incorporated  herein. 

( 1 )  Class   1   Location.  Not  applicable  to  this  ordinance. 

(2)  Class   2   Location.  Not  applicable  to  this  ordinance. 

(3)  Class   3   Location.  Not  applicable  to  this  ordinance. 

(4)  Class  4  Location.  Class  4  locations  include  areas 
designated  on  the  Rye  Pipeline  Map  and  areas  closer  than  350 
feet  to  any  area  of  concentrated  human  occupancy,  including, 
but  not  limited  to,  schools,  churches,  dormitories,  labor-inten- 
sive offices,  laboratories  and  factories,  and  athletic  fields  with 
facilities  to  accommodate  spectators.  In  the  case  of  liquids  being 
pipelined  this  distance  may  be  required  to  be  increased  on  the 
downgrades  and  allowed  to  be  decreased  on  the  upgrades  pro- 
vided evacuation  routes  are  not  infringed  upon. 

(5)  Class  5  Location.  Class  5  locations  include  areas  of 
biological  sensitivity  such  that  the  particular  material  being 
transported,  if  it  escaped,  would  cause  major  ecological  upset 
for  a  period  of  more  than  one  growing  year  over  an  area  larger 
than  0.3  acres.  In  determining  the  potential  impact,  considera- 
tion will  be  given  to  the  flow  rate,  the  volume  of  the  pipeline 
block,  the  valve  shut-off  time,  and  the  maximum  time  between 
occurrence  of  upset  and  the  execution  of  the  shut-down  com- 
mand. 

(6)  Class  6  Locations.  Class  6  locations  include  the 
watersheds  of  public  water  supplies.  Only  that  portion  of  the 
watershed  is  included  from  which  a  spill  might  reasonably  be 
expected  to  sooner  or  later  reach  the  water  supplies,  given  the 
nature  of  the  material  being  transported,  the  flow  rate,  the 
volume  of  the  block,  the  valve  shut-off  time,  and  the  maximum 
time  between  occurrence  of  an  upset  and  the  execution  of  the 
shut-down  command. 

(7)  Class  7  Location.  Class  7  locations  include  areas  of 
special  sensitivity  and/or  uniqueness,  including  biological, 
zoological,  geographical,  and  historical. 

(e)  Minimum  Type  of  Construction.  The  minimum 
type  of  construction  is  determined  by  the  Location  Class  and 
the  Hazard  Type  according  to  Table  1.

(f)      Special  Considerations. 

( 1 )  Valves  and  Instrumentation.  Notwithstanding 
zoning  restrictions  on  business  and  business  related  facilities, 
proposals  may  be  submitted  for  locating  valves  and  instrumen- 
tation in  any  zone,  in  accordance  with  best  pipelining  practice. 

(2)  Induced  Electrical  Currents.  Pipelines  installed  par- 
allel to  electrical  power  lines  shall  be  so  designed  as  tO'  be  free 
from  deleterious  effects  from  induced  electrical  currents.  If  the 
net  current  or  voltage  along  a  parallel  power  line  is  increased, 
or  if  a  parallel  railroad  is  electrified,  the  pipeline  owner  must 
ascertain  the  effects  on  the  pipeline  and  report  these  to  the  Town 
together  with  proposed  steps  to  mitigate  the  effects,  if  required 
to  maintain  pipeline  integrity.  Extraordinary  measures  or  aban- 
donment may  be  required  in  the  case  of  a  pipeline  parallel  to  an 
electrified  railroad  using  direct  current  with  ground  or  rail 
return. 

(3)  Materials  Traceability.  No  Certificate  of  Use  will 
be  issued  until  the  mill  source  has  been  established  for  all  pipe, 
weld  filler  metal,  coating  materials,  rock  shields,  valves,  instru- 
ments and  any  other  materials  connected  with  pipeline  integrity. 
The  records  delivered  to  the  Town  shall  include  the  specific 
location  of  each  item,  and  shall  be  in  the  form  of  originals,  or 
certified  copies,  or  certified  microfilm  copies.  In  the  case  of  used 
or  rebuilt  materials,  the  organization  certifying  the  materials  as 
complying  may  be  listed  as  the  source.  This  pertains  to  both 
initial  construction  and  repair. 

(4)  Cathodic  Protection.  If  cathodic  protection  is  used, 
the  Town  will  convene  from  time  to  time  a  mandatory  Inter- 
ference Committee  of  all  parties  involved  with  underground 
crossings.  This  Committee  will  recommend  to  the  Town  prac- 
tices for  the  mutual  protection  of  all  underground  facilities. 
The   Town    may   then   set   mandatory   requirements    for  each 
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crossing.  Bonding,  if  used,  shall  be  accomplished  in  such  a  way 
that  it  will  not  interfere  with  coating  resistance  measurements. 

(5)  A  communication  link  between  the  pipeline  dis- 
patch center  and  local  communications  network  shall  be  estab- 
lished and  maintained  at  all  times  by  pipeline  owner  (s)  or  op- 
erator (s)  . 

(6)  In  the  event  that  rights-of-way  should  be  used  in 
the  construction  of  pipelines,  maintenance  of  such  rights-of- 
way  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  the  operating  company. 

(7)  Any  transporting  of  heavy  equipment  in  the  Town 
of  Rye  will  first  be  approved  by  the  Town  Highway  Agent 
before  any  permits  are  issued. 

(g)  Pipeline  Integrity.  Of  particular  concern  to  pipe- 
line integrity  are  interior  corrosion  and/or  erosion,  exterior  cor- 
rosion, stress,  and  mechanical  damage.  An  annual  report  of 
pipeline  integrity  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Town.  One  or  more 
of  the  following  forms  of  evidence  shall  be  submitted. 

( 1 )  Direct  Inspection  and  Operating  Records.  When- 
ever the  line  is  opened  whether  accidentally  or  in  the  course  of 
normal  operation,  locally  or  within  100  miles  of  the  Town, 
the  Town  shall  be  given  the  opportunity  to  examine  and  make 
appropriate  tests  of  the  integrity.  In  addition,  the  operating 
and  maintenance  records  shall  be  made  available  to  the  Town. 
Failure  to  provide  notice  and  the  opportunity  to  examine  any 
opening,  or  failure  to  make  records  available  at  any  time,  or 
missing  records  invalidate  Direct  Inspection  and  Operating 
Records  as  a  means  to  assure  integrity. 

(2)  Pipeline  Logger.  For  pipeline  logger  evidence  to  be 
acceptable  all  points  on  the  line  not  accessible  to  the  logger  shall 
be  accessible  to  100%  manual  ultrasonic  wall  thickness  meas- 
urement, and  these  data  shall  be  presented  with  the  logger  data. 

(3)  Hydrostatic  Tests.  Hydrostatic  testing  according  to 
ANSI  B3 1.437  and/or  ANSI  B3 1.841  is  acceptable  for  as- 
surance of  integrity  except  that  all  waivers  such  as  ANSI 
B3 1.84 1.4 13  shall  require  permission  of  the  Town  before  be- 
coming acceptable. 

(4)  Coating  Integrity.  All  steel  pipelines  shall  have 
protective  coatings.  Electrical  test  leads  shall  be  installed  at  all 
cased  crossings  and  at  regular  intervals  along  the  line.  Electrical 
resistance  measurements  shall  be  annually  witnessed  by  and  re- 
ported to  the  Town.  If  the  Inspector  (s)  doubt  the  integrity 
of  the  coatings,  they  may  require  submission  of  resistance  mea- 
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surements  at  shorter  intervals.  The  integrity  of  the  coating  is 
in  doubt  if  there  occurs  either  a  drop  in  resistance  or  low  re- 
sistance. Low  resistance  at  cased  crossings  may  also  indicate  in- 
creased stress  on  the  pipe. 

(5)  Reduced  or  Uncertain  Integrity.  Town  Inspectors 
may  conclude  that  the  pipeline  integrity  has  been  reduced  or  is 
uncertain  on  the  basis  of  an  annual  integrity  report,  or  inspec- 
tion of  openings,  or  tests  or  evidence  of  stress,  or  dynamic  soil 
conditions,  or  earthquakes,  or  lightning,  or  digging  in  juxtapo- 
sition to  the  pipe.  If  prompt  corrective  action  is  not  taken  to 
correct  the  problem,  the  Inspector  (s)  may  require  that  the  last 
operating  pressure  shall  be  considered  to  be  a  test  pressure,  and 
the  operating  pressure  shall  immediately  be  reduced  by  a  factor 
of  1.25  and  automatic  reliefs  and  cut-offs  shall  be  re-set  to 
that  value.  If  the  threat  to  the  public  welfare  is  sufficiently 
serious  the  Inspector  (s)  may  require  that  use  of  the  line  be 
discontinued. 

(This  Article  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board.) 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
Section  3  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Rye  by 
adding  a  new  Paragraph  6,  to  wit: 

"6.  Construction  or  alteration  of  septic  systems  must 
comply  with  side  and  rear  yard  requirements  of  the  zoning 
regulations  to  preclude  the  flowage  onto  abutting  proper- 
ty (ies)  ." 

(This  Article  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board.) 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
Section  2  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Rye  by  de- 
leting the  definition  of  "Lot  Depth"  and  adding  a  new  defini- 
tion, to  wit: 

"Lot  Depth:  The  mean  distance  from  the  front  or  street 
line  of  the  lot  to  the  extreme  rear  lot  line  measured  on  a  line 
which  is  the  mean  direction  of  the  side  lot  lines.  If  upon  a  ma- 
jority vote  of  the  Planning  Board  a  particular  lot  is  found  to 
be  of  an  odd  or  unusual  configuration,  it  is  within  the  sole 
jurisdiction  of  the  Planning  Board  to  determine  the  acceptance 
and  suitability  of  the  mean  depth  of  said  lot." 

(This  Article  recommended  by  the  Planning  Board.) 

Article  7.  On  petition  of  Patricia  A.  Latham  and  1 2 
others,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  create,  establish  and 
maintain  in  the  Town  a  Mosquito  Control  District  under  the 
provisions  of  RSA  Chapter  43 7 A.  The  boundaries  of  the  DIs- 
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trict  will  be  the  boundaries  of  the  Town.  The  Commissioners 
of  the  District  will  try  to  eliminate  breeding  conditions  for 
mosquitoes.  A  joint  effort  wth  neighboring  towns  will  be 
encouraged. 

We  further  petition  the  Town  to  raise  and  appropriate: 

(a)  Twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2,500.00)  to  con- 
duct a  breeding  site  survey  in  the  spring  and  summer  of  1976 
and  report  their  findings  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  to  the 
Citizens  of  Rye  by  Sept.   1,  1976. 

(b)  An  additional  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  ($2,- 
500.00)  to  initiate  control  measures  recommended  by  the 
Commissioners   and   approved   by  the   Selectmen. 

(This  Article  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

You  are  hereby  further  notified  to  adjourn  to  meet  at 
the  Rye  Junior  High  School  on  the  sixth  day  of  March,  next, 
at  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening,  to  vote  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  from  the  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow 
five  percent  discount  on  all  property  taxes  paid  within  thirty 
days  from  the  mailing  of  the  tax  bills. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  sell  a  certain  piece  of  property  deeded  to 
the  Town  by  the  Tax  Collector  to  Keith  A.  Fritz.  The  cost 
to  be  the  amount  due  for  delinquent  taxes  plus  accumulated 
charges  and  interest  to  date  of  sale.  This  Article  is  inserted  to 
clear  title  in  settlement  of  an  estate.  This  parcel  is  identified  as 
plot  number  23  page  number  1 1  of  the  Rye  Tax  Map. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  Selectmen  to  establish  a  voluntary  rubbish  recycling  pro- 
gram wherein  glass,  paper  and  aluminum  will  be  placed  in  sep- 
arate containers  for  delivery  to  a  refuse  collection  point,  addi- 
tional materials  may  be  added  if  and  when  facilities  for  re- 
cycling are  expanded,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter 
into  any  contracts  as  may  be  necessary  with  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire  and  other  cooperating  Towns  to  participate 
in  this  refuse  recovery  system. 
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Article  13.  If  the  previous  Article  is  voted  upon  in 
the  affirmative,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars  ($1,800.00) 
to  provide  the  necessary  containers  for  storage  of  recyclable 
materials. 

(This  Article  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  six  thousand  ($6,000.00)  dollars 
to  provide  storm  drains,  to  continue  the  program  started  in 
1974.  These  monies  to  be  taken  from  the  special  fund  created 
under  the  State  and  Local  Fiscal  Assistance  Act  of  1972  (Ti- 
tle I,  Public  Law  92-512  approved  October  20,  1972). 

(This  Article  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee) 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  six  thousand  ($6,000.00)  dollars  for 
the  purpose  of  defraying  the  fourth  payment  for  the  purchase 
of  Sawyer's  Beach,  so  called,  these  funds  to  be  taken  from  the 
special  fund  created  under  the  State  and  Local  Fiscal  Assistance 
Act  of  1972  (Title  I,  Public  Law  92-512)  approved  October 
20,    1972. 

(This  Article  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  eight  thousand  ($8,000.00)  dollars  to 
complete  the  parking  area  at  the  Town  Hall,  paint  the  auditor- 
ium and  provide  new  lighting  in  the  upper  hall.  These  monies 
to  be  taken  from  the  special  fund  created  under  the  State  and 
Local  Fiscal  Assistance  Act  of  1972  (Title  I,  Public  Law  92- 
512,  approved  October  20'.    1972.) 

(This  Article  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  thousand  ($2,000.00)  dol- 
lars to  procure  a  copier.  These  monies  to  be  taken  from  the 
special  fund  created  under  the  State  and  Local  Fiscal  Assistance 
Act  of  1972  (Title  I,  Public  Law  92-512,  approved  October 
20,  1972.) 

(This  Article  recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  thirty-five  thousand  ($35,000.00) 
dollars  to  procure  a  four  wheel  drive  combination  snow  plow 
and  loader.  These  monies  to  be  taken  from  the  special  fund

I.  No  application  hereunder  shall  be  accepted  after  the 
last  meeting  of  the  supervisors  of  the  checklist  before  an  election. 

II.  Such  application  shall  be  made  during  the  regular 
office  hours  of  the  city  clerk. 

III.  Said  clerks  shall  have  the  power  to  administer  oaths 
to  such  applicants  who  appear  before  them  and  to  exercise  the 
powers  of  the  supervisors  of  the  checklist  granted  in  RSA 
55:10,11,12,13. 

55:9-b  Names  to  be  Forwarded.  The  city  clerk  shall 
present  to  the  next  meeting  of  the  supervisors  of  the  checklist 
names  of  all  persons  making  application  to  him  since  the  pre- 
vious meeting  of  the  supervisors  of  the  checklist.  Unless  the 
supervisors  shall  be  of  the  opinion  that  an  applicant  is  not 
qualified,  they  shall  cause  his  name  to  be  added  to  the  check- 
list. If  the  supervisors  do  not  place  his  name  on  the  checklist, 
they  shall  notify  the  applicant  of  that  fact. 

55:9-c  Adoption  by  Towns.  A  Town  may  adopt  the 
provisions  of  RSA  55:9-a  and  RSA  55:9-b  upon  a  vote  of  ap- 
proval at  an  annual  town  meeting.  If  a  town  adopts  the  pro- 
visions of  RSA  55:9-a  and  55:9-b,  the  town  clerk  shall  have 
all  the  powers  and  duties  of  city  clerks  as  provided  in  RSA 
55:9-a  and  55:9-b.
